so charming that some persons feel 
they cannot do without them.

sometimes passible to find a corner 
for them, away 
from other rases, ; 
where they will be inconspicuous j 
when not in flower, and where one j 
can visit them when in flower and 
gather armfuls for cutting. 
They j 
ere 
less prone 
to mildew 
when 
grown on a fence or trellis in the 
open than w'hen planted against a 
building where the air cannot cir­ 
culate freely behind them. 
Even Foliage Beautiful 
In development of climbing roses 
not only the size and color of the 
flower but vigorous growth and dis­ 
ease 
resistance were 
considered. 
Many have dark green, glossy foli­ 
age so beautiful that the plants are 
j ornamental 
in the 
garden even 
when not in flower. Some, more- 
| ever. are recurrent in their bloom­ 
ing habits, giving a few flowers from 
time to time during the summer 
and fall besides a gorgeous June 
display. 
Climbing rases may be trained to 
give beautiful effects. 
Selection of 
the variety depends to a certain ex­ 
tent on the way it will be used. 
Climbing roses make

house or arbor a bow'er of beauty. 
For such use a vigorous type of 
climber is needed. Silver moon and 
Dr. Van Fleet are suitable for this 
purpose.

N MY newspaper, while traveling, I came across this item, and the pho­ 
tograph above it of two soldiers smiling, and a little girl of 12 w ith a 
gun—a Spanish m other's child—-and the note underneath was th a t this 
child had killed five of “the enemy." 
In another part of my newspaper I came across this item : “The boom­ 
ing of guns, the cries of hunters and wounded birds were stilled today . . . 
as more than 1.000 hunters disbanded after a two-day carnage which cut an 
arm y of 20,000 pheasants in half. 
Almost every hunter bagged his lim it 
of IO birds for the two days while a couple of thousand dead pheasants lie 
unclaimed in dense bush and fields, alm ost impossible to find." 
Tile world war sacrificed millions of hum an beings dead, wounded, and 
maimed for life th a t th e world m ight be "safe for democracy.” B ut w hat 
is th e picture today? H alf th e world gone m ad—spending billions in one 
>ear for war and threatening the very’ existence of happy hum an life upon 
this globe. 
The noblest workers in th is world are those who spend long days and 
nights in the laboratory seeking to find a cue to the further preservation 
of life and the m astery of science over disease. How discouraging it m ust 
seem to them, as they seek to save life, to view- all about them a growing 
disregard for life, and to see the killing instinct encouraged am ong the 
youth of the world. 
W hat m ust be the thoughts of the m other as she fondles the tiny baby 
th a t has become her joy, as she ponders upon what may be its end? 
I recently read the statem ent of a noted writer saying th a t after he 
had finished Mary Webb’s book. “Gone To Earth," he could never kill a 
fox again. I have never heard a soldier, who endured the terror of the 
front lines in the late world war, who didn’t hate all war. All glory faded 
in his mind. 
I have a little book of scraps th a t were found upon the dead body of 
an English soldier, and published in a volume called: “W aste P aper P hil­ 
osophy." Most of the paragraphs tvere addressed to his son.

am azing book. This is w hat he said of war: “It is simply filth!” W here, 
then, can the glory be?

I like the idea of a poet laureate. Every nation, every state, every prov­ 
ince should have one selected by popular acclaim. We need such poets to 
interpret the beauty about us, to sing songs to us, inspiring us to planes 
beyond those af m ere m aterialistic gain. 
Poets to rem ind us in lovely 
fashion of the neglected common beauties of nature, of the sim pler and 
eternal virtues of hum an com panionship, and of hum an values. 
Will such songs as K eat s “Ode to a Nightingale,” Shelley’s “Ode to 
the West W ind,” B urn’s tribute "To a Mouse,” Longfellow’s “G ran d fath er’s 
Clock,” W hittier’s “Barefoot Boy.” or W oodworth’s “Old Oaken B ucket” 
ever perish from literature? 
W hen I get low in spirits I read Joaquin 
Millers “Columbus,” or Tennyson’s “Ulysses.” They inspire and stir the 
soul. 
The language of the poet is cosmic. Words burst forth, like sudden 
flame, from his heavily stored h e a rt—there where all the w hirling ele­ 
m ents of natural and spiritual forces in life bow down to beauty and cry 
for expression. To our poets we owe an everlasting sense of gratitude for 
disengaging our reason from the confusion of things, and unveiling beauty 
before our eyes so th a t we are stirred to kindness, to an appreciation of the 
liner elements in hum an nature, and to an understanding of the essential 
and vital in all life. 
I can see no sense to bitter criticism. I w ant nothing to do w ith the 
tearing down of a character but I will do all th a t I can to help build it up. 
W hen you pat a m an on the back you warm his heart and stir his soul.

the privacy of his bank office, then 
escorted him to the court house in 
this county seat. 
There, 
four 
hours later, Earle 
Kingsley, former republican nation­ 
al committeeman and an insurance 
company executive here, and his 
wife, furnished $6,000 bail to free 
him. 
His arrest came just a week after 
the bookkeeper, John J. Cocklin, 42- 
year-old World war veteran, was 
convicted 
of embezzling 
$124 000 
from the bank over a nine-year pe­ 
riod. 
Governor Issues Statement 
Governor Smith, in a statement 
issued Monday night, said: 
“In 1932, when the country was

At the proper 
time and place I expect to make it 
clear th ;' I acted with fidelity to 
my ruties as a citizen and an offi­ 
cer of the Marble Savings bank.”

The governor was not arraigned, 
nor was the day set for his appear- 
1 a nee in court to answer the charge. 
His arrest created a sensation in 
this city, following as it did five pre­ 
vious arrests—four of them promi- 
( nent Vermont citizens—in connec- 
1 tion with the case.
